No. RFA/9ect/8384 — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 24 of the Rehabilitation Finance Administra- 
tion Act, 1948 (XII of 1948), the Administration has with 
the sanction of the Central Government as contained in 
the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs 
letter No. F7(39)-FTII/55, dated the 6th Mav 1957, made the 
following amendments to the Rehabilitation Finance 
Administration General Regulations; namely: — 

(1) Regulations 6 A — This Regulation shall be re- 
numbered as 7. 

<2) Regulation 7 & 8 — For the existing Regulations 7 & 
8, the following shall be substituted namely: — 

“8. Meetings of the Administration — Meetings of the 
Administration shall be held as often as necessary 
and ordinarily not less than once in two months. 
The Administration shall, however, meet to con- 
sider annual accounts (including the profit and 
loss account and the balance sheet) as certified 
under sub-section (4) of section 16 of the Act, 
together with the audit report thereon within two 
months of the date on which such accounts (in- 
cluding the balance sheet) and audit report are 
available with the Administration”. 

(3) Regulation 9 — -In this Regulation the word 

“President” shall be substituted by the word “Chairman”. 

(4) Regulation 12 — This Regulation shall be revised to 
read as under: — 

“Ordinarily, a notice of 10 days shall be necessary to 
hold a meeting but in case of emergency a meet- 
ing may be held at 7 davs notice. The notice of 
a meeting shall be sent by post or telegram or 
delivered bv hand to each member at his address 
registered with the Administration, The period of 
the notice shall count from the dav on which it is 
posted or telegraphed or delivered by hand”. 

(5) Regulation 17 — This Regulation shall be revised to 
read as under: — 


"Ordinarily, a notice of 15 days shall be necessary to 
hold a meeting but for emergent reasons a meet- 
ing may be held on 10 days notice. The notice of a 
meeting shall be sent by post or telegram or de- 
livered by hand to each member at his address 
registered with the Administrations. The notice 
shall also be sent to the Chief Administrator and 
the non-official members of the Administration. 
The period of notice shall count from the day on 
which it is posted or telegraphed or delivered by 
hand”. 

(6) Regulation 20— In this Regulation (a) after the words 
"The Secretary to the Administration” in the second 
sentence, the words “or, in his absence, such other officer 
of the Administration as may be nominated by the Chief 
Administrator” shall be inserted. 

(b) In the sixth sentence for the words “the Secretary” 
the words "the Secretary to the Board” shall be substi- 
tuted. 

(7) Regulation 22— In this Regulation the word 
“Manager” shall be substituted by the word “Officer 
Incharge” and the word “which” by “whom”. 

(8) Regulation 23 — This Regulation shall be revised to 
read as under: — 

“Ordinarily, a notice of 7 days shall be necessary to 
hold a meeting but for convening an emergent 
meeting only 5 days notice shall be necessary. The 
notice of a meeting shall be sent by post or tele- 
gram or delivered by hand at the address of each 
member registered with the branch concerned. The 
priod of notice shall count from the day. on which 
it is posted or telegraphed or delivered by hand”. 

(9) Regulation 31 — The last sentence occurring in this 
Regulation shall be substituted by the following 
sentence : — 

“The Administration shall not, however, deal with 
applications for loans below Rs. 3,000”. 

(10) Regulation 35 — For Regulation 35, the following 
Regulation shall be substituted "35, subject to the provi- 
sions contained in sub-section (4) of section 13 of the Act, 
a loan shall be repayable in regular periodical instalments 
as fixed by the Administration at the time of sanctioning 
the loan, provided that the Administration may, after such 
sanction for sufficient reasons by an order in writing 
modify the periodical instalments in any particular case”.
